1 Lsp celery salt IVi cups milk

Sprinkle with the remainder of the sugar and bake until brown, about ^ hour.

Ui tbs. gelatin 1 dot. macaroons 
3 cupt milk (broken) 
1 cup sugar 1 cup chopped nuts 4 eggs, separated l bottle marischino 
1 Up. vanilla cherries (diced)

Add gelatin to cold milk, let stand five minutes to soften. Beat sugar into egg yolks, combine with milk and heat to boiling, stirring constantly, cool slightly. Beat egg whites until stiff, fold into milk mixture, add vanilla. Into a 7x11 inch pan put layers of macaroons, custard, nuts and cherries, topping with custard. Chill in refrigerator until set. Serves 10 to 12.
